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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the printed matter "back" must be 

removed from the figures. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 

application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 

figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 

figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 

should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 

appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 

necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 

made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. None of the cited references, alone or in 
combination, disclose the tubular changing garment with the waterproof and 
water absorbent panel components structured as claimed in claims 1-15.
